The Rev. Mr. Horton, a clergyman from New 
Hampshire, now in charge of a church in this citv, 
officiated as chaplain of the Convention. In “a 
habit peculiarly ministerial, one which distinctly 
marked him as a clergyman, he came down stairs 
w ith a white handkerchief on his cane, intending 
to surrender himself peaceably. He was met, 
knocked down, trampled upon, kicked, and beaten 
nearly to death, while begging for mercy. The 
police and their rioting friends were his assailants. 
Dr. Dostie, intending to surrender himself, also 
came down. He was shot, stabbed, and treated in 
the same manner as Horton, although he implored 
the ruffians to take him prisoner and spare Ms life. 
These details suffice to show how the arrests were 
made. 

On Common, Baronne, Dryades, St. Charles, 
Rampart and Carondolet sts. freedmen were mur¬ 
dered by the police and mob in cold blood. Stand¬ 
ing in the door of the telegraph on Carondolet, I 
saw about 200 men chasing one negro along the 
sidewalk. Six policemen were nearest to him, and 
in advance of his pursuers. They emptied their 
revolvers into his back, and finally another one, 
when he was near enough to Ms victim to lay his 
hand on his shoulder, shot him in the head, and he 
fell dead in an alley. Another freedman, trying to 
escape from the Institute was climbing over a fence, 
when I saw him fall from a policeman’s shot. As 
he struck the ground at least a dozen police and 
rioters surrounded Mm and fired their pistols into 
his head and breast, at the same time pounding him 
■with clubs and canes. The blood flowed from 
wounds in his scalp, covering his entire face ; but 
they continued their brutal assault until he breathed 
his last, although he several times raised his feeble 
and wounded arms to gesticulate for the mercy his 
tongue could not ask for. I saw a white man draw 
a stiletto and strike it into the heart of a dying 
non st.

The police behaved as a general rule, with 
ordinary bravery and extraordinary cruelty. They 
were nearly all doubly armed, and used their arms 
with great effect and indiscriminate execution. 
From what I have already said, you know that some 
of the force were the worst rioters present. A 
gentleman of my acquaintance spoke to one of 
them in the act of killing a freedman, asking him, 
“Why don’t you arrest him? Don’t kill Mm.” 
The reply was, “ Shut your month, you nigger- 
loving -, or I’ll kill you.” 

* * The police impressed the baggage 

wagons of an express firm in this city to carry off 
the dead ; one load, consisting of eight or ten bo¬ 
dies, had two living men at the bottom. They 
were wounded, and perhaps would have died ; but 
they had life enough left in them to struggle for

The following is part of a letter written by Gen. 
Banks to the Washington National Republican, in 
reply to one from Mr. King of the New Orleans 
Times: 

“The Convention was the ostensible, and not 
the latent cause of the outbreak.

The wounds inflicted upon 
the body of Dr. Dostie will show by their number 
and result the intent and assurance of his murder¬ 
ers. He and his associates were dangerous men to 
the enemies of this country. The unseen hand 
that smote him was that which applied the torch to 
the city of New York, and by wMeli Lincoln fell.”

-or the assembling of the Convention of 
1861, as a means of coming to a general vote of 
the people. We admit this Convention to be ille¬ 
gal ; but at the same time we must recognize that 
it has exercised a power de facto, and that it bids 
fair to still exercise a similar power. Let them 
come before the people with a proposed constitu¬ 
tion, and give ns an opportunity of expressing the 
popular will. Several years have elapsed since the 
Free State party, whose work was continued by the 
Central Committee, endeavored to inaugurate a 
policy based on the action of the people, in their 
primary capacity.

Gen. Banks, when he called 
forth the election of 1864, had in his power the 
electing of the Conventioners by the generality of 
the people.

H Information has been received at the Navy De-1 
partment of the capture of a slaver in Pensacola 
Bay, Fla., by the United States sloop Augustine, 
having on board 150 freedmen, secured at Mobile, 
Ala., and bound for Cuba. The system has been, 
to enlist colored laborers about Mobile, run them 
up the railroad to Greenville, Ala., switch on to 
the Pensacola road, and run down to a plantation 
in Florida, near the Escalabia river, place the ne-1 
groes upon flat boats, float down to tide-water, aMp 
them on board sloops, and, passing by Pensacola, 
gain the sea, and land their human freight in 
slavery. Parties in New Orleans, Mobile and New 
York are implicated in the affair. 

A Mobile paper of July 28 is responsible for the 
following: “A sloop was overhauled in Mobile; 
lower bay early on Tuesday morning, July 17, by 
the United States cutter, having on board fifty ne¬ 
groes, whom the parties were about to carry to 
Cuba and sell into slavery. These negroes had 
been collected at different employment offices in 
Louisville, Nashville, and Memphis, under a pro¬ 
mise of 830 per month to work on a plantation. 
The captain and erew of the sMp were ironed and 
placed on board the sloop of war Augustine for 
safekeeping, and will be forwarded to Washing- 

e reasons for suspecting that steamers 
and George Williams, and schooner 
Sunny side, were interested in this slave-trade, and 
that the schooner Gharles HeUry, that cleared at 
Mobile on the 7th July, for Fowl river, with a 
cargo of lumber aud laborers, wr" 
negroes to sea.— N: Y. Tribune. 

The Navy Department professes not to know of 
the truth of the above reports, but they are signal¬ 
ly confirmed by the following from the Atlanta 
(Ga.) Intelligencer, a rebel paper : 

An enterprising genius has been in this city for 
some time past, engaged in collecting np negro 
boys between the ages of 15 and 20 years. To. a 
number of these unsuspecting youths he has repre¬ 
sented himself as a son of the late President Lin¬ 
coln, and pictured to them in glowing terms the 
splendors of a home he will take them to in Cuba, 
which place he gives them to understand is some¬ 
where in the North. He agrees to pay 820 per 
month and defray all travelling expenses. On 
reaching Cuba they will receive all sorts of good 
clothes and plenty to eat, and light labor only re¬ 
quired of them. How successful this swindling 
scamp has been, we have no knowledge, and of his 
real purposes we are equally ignorant. That he 
has fonnd dupes we can readily believe, and have 
not a doubt that many have been induced to leave 
comfortable homes. It has been observed that 
every western train bears hence large and small 
squads of negroes, many of whom have no knowl¬ 
edge of their destination. Ihey have been em¬ 
ployed, their present expenses are being paid, they 
receive kind treatment and flattering promises and 
that is about all they know..

The great Rebel Convention has met and ad¬ 
journed. Some men despise it as a failure, sure to 
have no important results.

Congress, the proper representative of the 
publican party, has yielded the Gibraltar of the 
question of suffrage. It lays before the country the 
proposed Constitutional Amendment, the plan of 
which is to punish—weaken—the States, while they 
refuse the negro Ms ballot. Not four weeks ago 
Republicans denounced us for doubting the asser¬ 
tions of Congressmen that even the adoption of 
those amendments would not secure the admission 
of the Rebel States, that Congress would still insist 
on impartial suffrage as a condition of admission, 
that the Amendment was only part of its policy, 
B£BM H But read the speeches of Mr. Senator 
Wilson, at Natick and at Boston, and you will see 
that he parades these Amendments as the “policy 
of Congress—as its answer to Johnson’s “ policy; ” 
and both speeches allow that, those amendments 
once adopted, the States wifi be allowed to return. 
Congress, therefore, surrenders the real question at 
issue. Suppose, therefore, that the Fall elections 
do sustain the Republican party ; then, if the 
Amendment is adopted, the Rebel States take 
their places in Congress at once. Once there, and 
wielding their present representation (based on 
counting three-fifths slave basis), which they 
must do till a new apportionment is made—how 
much mischief may not he consummated in those 
few months ? 

But, even after a new apportionment, ev§ry credi¬ 
ble, witness assures us, the South wifi prefer, years ] 
to come, the compact strength of a reduced white 
basis to the Democratic reality of negro suffrage. 

But suppose, after Republican success this Fuji, 
Congress meets and finds the Amendments re¬ 
jected ? That same syren voice, expediency, wMch 
dictated giving up the question of negro suffrage, 
will justify and demand they shall surrender the 
idea embodied in the Amendment, and, falling still 
lower, find some basis or theory on wMch they and 
the Rebels can meet and unite in a joint Congress. 

We see, therefore, no hope on the mere success of 
the Republican party tMs Fall, with the canvass 
conducted according to present avowals.

The Nation and the Negro—Civil Rights in Vir¬ 
ginia. —Gen. Terry, commanding the Military Depart 
ment of Virginia, has issued the following order : 

“Military organizations or associations for the pur¬ 
poses of drill or military instruction, other than mili¬ 
tia companies or regiments which have been, or may be 
hereafter, organized by or under the authority of His 
Excellency the Governor of the State, will not be per¬ 
mitted during the existence of martial law.”
